Tobacco — Unusual scarcity exists in Vir-i 
giiiia leaf. Four plugs were sold on 'Change, 
on Saturday last, to parties who wished to 
send to Atlanta. A good sale has sprung 
up in old quids. They are collected by the 
blacks, put up neatly in tin foil asd sold to 
new beginners. The price ranges according 
to the number of times chewed. The ihi rd 
chewing is made up into snufl'. 

Whisky — This necassary article is going 
down every Jay, though not in price. The 
figure DOW for a eomtupn -sized drink are $14 
75, to wet your tongue, $10; to smell the 
eork, $4 75, to look at the bottle, $1 17, and 
61 cents to say whisky aloud There was a 
charge made of 25 cents for passing a sa- 
loon, but that tax has been removed by the 
Legislature. A pint of tbs fluid was bought 
by a wealthy plants early in September It 
cost him a steamboat load of Confederate 
notes, four niggers and a hogshead of sugar.

The revelations just made public by the I 
prison inspectors appointed annually to visit | 
the Bostoi reformatory institutions, aflord | 
another ihat people may be so dis | 

tressed by evils existing in a foreign land i 
as to eiiii'rely overlook as gross ones direct- 1 
ly at their own doors • 

Deer Island is the place where ihe.'e re 
forinatory schools are situated. There' boys 
with habits likely to trouble society, and 
young girls de^ttitute of a wbolesoine cor- 
rective influence over their lives at home, 
are taken iu charge, schooled and educat- 
ed, so as to restore them to society with 
improved morals and a sense of self respect 
that will be tbeir future protection. <!)ne 
would think that the aim and objects of 
•ueb institutions, to say nothing of the 
youth and the sex of many ot its inmates, 
would have saved them from the brutality 
of corporeal punishment, and induced such 
regulations as would tend to preserve the 
sense of ino«lesty among iheiu. 

Thi.s supposition, however natural, ap 
pears not to have entered into the snperin- 
teudent’s idea of what wholesome discipline 
should be. He not only has public baths 
for the females, but he himself performed 
the task of flogging them “with all his 
might." The report says: “The prisons are 

provided with the ordinary bath tub, from 
three to seven in number, and placed side by 
side, at distances from twelve to twenty- 
four inches apart; tliese are all in open rooms, 
without auy sareeii or protection whatever, 
and ill these, publicly exposed to the pris- 
oners, meu, women, and girls, iu their res- 
pective departments, in groups of from three 
to seven, are required to perform their 
ablutions. Old offenders, young offenders, 
girls of nli.e|uid ten years of age, alike must 
disrobe themselves, and in full observation 
of their fellows and officers, in a state of utter 
nudity, enter the bath, perform its duty, 
and partake of its refreshment 

After this moral lesson, it is not very sur- 
prising to find that such a brute should 
think flogging women was other than whole- 
aome discipline But the fellow testifies to 
his own uninanliness and brutality by show- 
ing how he reduced a young woman ot 
seventeen to obedience. Ths girl was high 
spirited and proud She frankly confessed 
to a (aiilt. but would not submit voluntarily 
to degradation The oiiperintendent did not 
attempt to win her by kindness, though she 
was a girl eaf-ily brought to reason by such 
influence He procured a rattan, half an 
inch ill diameter and twenty inches long, 
and with this he struck the poor thing 
witu “all his might,” over the peek and 
shoulders, “leaving marks as large as the 
palm of his hand.” This was not sufficient 
for the brute, and he sent for a larger stick, 
and “then she held out her hand" 

After this beating and this submission, 
she was confined to the cell and the food 
of the solitary, where the Prison Inspectors 
found her eighteen days after the inhuman 
flogging thus inflicted. This was only, 
however, a portion of the duty he seemed to 
delight in, for he also testifies that in the 
boy’s department tie sometimes “performed 
the flogging with an ordinary wagon whip" 
It is a remarkable commeiitary on the whole 
conduct of this public institution, that after 
the publication of these facts, the Directors 
of the institution published a card, in which 
they stale that they know ail that is going 
on ill the prison under their charge, and 
that they' have much confidence in their 
auperintendeut at Deer Island.

Foriuidable .Attack by Bees. 

Huber, Reran, and other naturalists who 
have studied the extraordinary habits and 
inttincta of 'bees, have not yet succeeded in 
discovering the various circumstances which 
lead those instincts, to attack meu in a hos- 
tile spirit. ;How far revenge or retaliation 
for injuries received, influence them, is but 
imperfectly unknown. There is proof that, 
when the queen bee dies, the hive is thrown 
into confusion and agitation, and it has been 
supposed by many persons that the insects, 
at such a time, would seek to attack auy 
one who may have beeu concerned in the 
death of the great mother. This, whether 
right or wrong, was the suggested explana- 
tion of an extraordinary attack by bees, in 
Prussia, iu 1820 As uarrated in the Ber- 
liner Zeitung, the incident was as follows; 

On the 20lb of July, M. Eulert, a mer- 
chant of Berlin, was traveling with his wife 
from Witenburg to that city; they were in a 
a private carriage, and a coachman was 
driving While passing along the high 
road, between Kroppsladt and Schmogels 
dorf, the coachman observed the horses to 
rub uneasily against each other, as if stung 
by a horee fly. Suddenly a swarm of bees 
appeared, or a collection of swarms, numer- 
ous beyond all reckoning They covered 
the carriage, borsea, travelers and coach 
■nan, but more especially the living beings. 
They attacked the mouth, nose, and eyes, 
and ears of each horse, until the poor ani- 
mal, quite overcome, lay down unresisting. 
Tbs coachman lost his hat while endeavor- 



ing to aid the horses, and the hoes then j 
fastened upon his head with such avidity 
that his poor skull became covered with a 
matted mass of bees, hair, and blood; he I 
threw himself on the ground in desperation, i 
and he became for a time insensible. — 
Madame Eulert, as soon as the attack be- 
gan, covered her face with her hood, got 
out of the carriage, hastened to a neighbor- 
ing field, and threw herself, faee downwards, 
on the grass. 

M. Eulert, then alighted and shouted fori 
help; but while his mouth was open some 
of the bees entered it and increased his 
troubles He then covered his face and | 
neck with a handkerchief, and ran to a | 
place where be saw three peasants looking i < 
on; but they were too much alarmed to! 
help him, and so he ran on further j J 
then met a woodman, a carrier with a cart | 
and three horses, and some laborers. After i 
much entreaty the carrier agreed to put his j 
horses into a neighboring stable and to ac-j 
company M. Eulert, as did the others, all i 
carrying dry hay and straw to burn. Ar- 
rived at the spot, they found Madame Eulert 
still lying face downward on the grass, very 
little injured The poor coachman was 
lying nearly insensible, and for forty-eight 
hours his case was precarious. After burn- 
ing much hay and straw to drive away the 
bees, M. Euiert and his helpers were able 
to examine the suffering horses. One was 
so maddened by the stinging it had received 
that he died the same day; the other was 
taken to Schiuogelsdorf and placed under 
the care of a veterinary surgeon, but the 
poor animal died on the following day. M. 
Eulert, in attempting afterwards to assign a j 
probable reason for this fierce attack, sup- 
posed that when the horses had been seen 
to rub against each other a queen bee was 
annoying one of them; that the rubbing 
I crushed her, and that the attack by the 
I swarm was an expres.<tion of the bees’ resent- 
i ment for the murder of their queen Others 
sought no further than this (or an explana- 
tion That there were, at that time, no less 
than 2,0vX) hives of bees in the commune of 
Sciimogelsdorf, and that ihi* number (greal- 
I ly beyond the usual limit) increased the 
I probability of attacks ou iiic"' and animals

Women Under Uirtieullio. 

The fife^t sentiment ibat gains expression 
when a lemale couvict finds liersell in ihe re 
ceplioii room of the penitentiary is that ol 
regard for her personal appearance. It hap 
pens thus; by the rules ot the prison the 
hair of the inmate is cut to the regulation 
length, and lhi.s operation calls forth from 
the unfortuiiule woman curses and prayers, 
tears and wheedling entreaties, .some times 
even the fiercest re.*isiance. :She may have 
plotted murder, mav have poisoned her own 
child, or committed any otiier crime, with- 
out the quiver of an eyelid: but she cannot 
submit to tlie indignity of liaving her lo<‘ks 
reduced by the shears of the penitentiary. 
Les.s painful and often amusing insfancesof 
vanity are seen later in the woman's prison 
life; and the matron, who accompanies us, 
assures us that it is one of (he most serious 
duties of her cla.«s to check tlie love of dis- 
play which shows itselt even here. One 
woman, for instance, appeared on a ceriuin 
day with brilliantly painted cheeks ; the 
whole ward was at once restless with envy 
and curii)sity , the embelishment was a de- 
cided success, and the secret irritated the 
feminine mind almost beyond endurance. 
The prison authorities were at fault also ; 
there was no coloring matter in the woman's 
cell, or ahodt the buihiiiig at any point to 
which she had access At la*t, after the 
closest watching tor some time, the secret 
of the art was laid open. The woman was 
at work, in common with oth'er convicts, 
upon blue cotton shirts, ihrougli which a 
red stripe ran ; she was accustomed to pull 
out, here and tbere, a threa.i of this last 
mentioned color, and when a sufficient 
quantity had accumulated, she would soak 
them in water, and thus obtain the substi- 
tute tor rouge Other women scrape the 
whiting from the walls, and grind it fine 
enough to use as powder for the face. 

The windows ol certain cells had wire net 
ting before tbem From these Ball would 
abstract stitreners to serve a.s substitutes for 
bones. Fhe wires being withdrawn with 
discretion, here and there, their absence was 
not discovered One Sunday, however, the 
ingenious woman fainted away in church, a 
victim to tight lacing, and so the trick was 
detected. 

This same woman was the inventor ut a 
favorite kind of pomade, made iroin an ac- 
casional candle, or from the grease of her 
dinner, and with the aid of this she would 
turn out in the morning with her hair rolled 
in the highest style of flash art. Her pris 
ou l»onnet8 would be refashioned in the 
darkness of night into shapes totally unlike 
their original loriu ; and she was the leader 
of the ton in the matter of the caps furnish 
ed as a partut the regular costume All the 
women indeed, show a high degree of iiige 
nuity in making the ugly articles last men- 
tioned into preseutahle afl'airs The matron 
tells us chat there is quite a series of t»sh 
ions during the year with them Uae 
woman will start a new border, or new tucks 
and plats behind, or introduce a piece of 
wire to give tlie tiling a semblance ot come 
liness; it the new idea meets the approval 
of the other women it becomes “the style,” 
and it is at once adopted with more or less 
eucceas 

No savage could value a piece ot glass 
more highly than does the average female 
convict. She will break her window — the 
cells at Milhank have glazed apertures for 
light — lament over the “accident” with well- 
acted grief, and most cunningly secrete a 
bit of the glass where the closest search 
fails to discover it ; then smoking one side 
over her lamp, or making a back ol black 
cloth, she will exult iu secret over the misera- 
ble apology for a miror, and, as the matron 
says, will behave with propriety for weeks, on- 
ly because she has this well-spring of joy in 
her cell . — IfTarpers Magazine.
